Lands  and  Forests.  [  is  provided  that  the  Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor  in  Council  may  incorporate  a  tract 
of  land  and  the  owners  thereof  into  an  improve¬ 
ment  district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the 
said  Act,  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of 
land  hereinafter  described  and  the  owners  thereof 
be  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further  provision  to  the 
tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  New  Westminster 
Land  District  and  the  New  Westminster  Land  Reg¬ 
istration  District  comprising  District  Lot  7,  Group 
3;  South-west  Quarter  of  Section  6,  Township  24; 
La-Kah-Ah-Men  Indian  Reserve  No.  1 1  and  all 
those  portions  of  South-east  Quarter  of  Section  6, 
Township  24;  Legal  Subdivisions  13,  14,  15  of 
Section  31,  Township  23;  and  North-east  Quarter 
of  Section  36,  Township  20,  lying  north  of  Nico- 
men  Slough,  save  and  except  the  right-of-way  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  all 
subdivisions  of  the  said  tract  or  any  part  thereof 
and  the  owners  of  land  in  the  said  tract  are  incor¬ 
porated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act  ”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof 
and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  North  Nicomen  Dyking  District.”

vote  and  their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Mrs.  Cifford  Wright,  of  Derochc,  B.C.,  shall 
be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of  trus¬ 
tees.  She  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  the 
said  meeting,  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the 
post-office  or  other  public  building  in  the  tract  of 
land  hereinbefore  described  a  notice  signed  by  her 


giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the 
said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  clause  5  she  shall  have  power  to 
determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires 
to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  She  shall  have  power 
to  determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the 
said  meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes. 
Each  qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one 
vote  for  each  of  three  candidates.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election  and 
shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of 
the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1953,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1952,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1951,  but  should  there  be  nomi¬ 
nated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office 
of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candidates 
receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and  which  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and  the  third 
succeeding  annual  general  meetings  respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held  between 
January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year  for  the 
following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improvement 
district: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

(d)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting, 
and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill 
any  other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or 
have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur 
among  the  Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 

Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacan¬ 
cies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be 
brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  con¬ 
spicuous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at  the 
building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen 
and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an 
owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the 
authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that 
is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representa¬ 
tive  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  be¬ 
come  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be 
registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elec¬ 
tions  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of 
the  improvement  district.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting 
being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have  authority 
to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person  is  entitled 
to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require  such  person 
to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration 
showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after 
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the  holding  of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall 
file  with  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of 
all  auditor’s  reports  and  financial  statements  pre¬ 
sented  or  discussed  at  the  meeting. 

9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  Order 
in  Council  No.  368,  approved  April  3rd,  1936, 
covering  the  Three  Brothers  Mountain  Game  Re¬ 
serve  be  rescinded,  and  that  under  the  provisions 
of  section  69  ( d )  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chapter 
135  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  that  portion  of  the  Province  hereinafter 
defined  be  set  apart  for  the  purpose  of  a  Game 
Reserve,  to  be  known  as  the  “  Manning  Park-Three 
Brothers  Mountain  Game  Reserve  ”:— 

Manning  Park-Three  Brothers  Mountain 
Game  Reserve 

All  that  portion  of  the  Yale  Division  of  Yale 
Land  District,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
which  is  contained  within  the  following  boundaries: 
Commencing  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the 
International  Boundary-line  at  International  Bound¬ 
ary  Monument  No.  73;  thence  in  a  northerly 
direction,  in  a  straight  line,  to  Shawatum  Moun¬ 
tain;  thence  northerly  and  easterly  along  the 
northerly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  Nepope- 
kum  Creek;  thence  north-westerly  along  the  east¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  Twenty-six 
Mile  Creek  to  the  headwaters  of  Silverdaisy  Creek; 
thence  northerly  along  the  height  of  land  to  the 
Skagit  River;  thence  northerly  along  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  watershed  of  Skaist  River  to  a 
point  two  (2)  miles,  in  a  straight  line,  directly 
south  of  Snass  Mountain;  thence  due  east  to  the 
centre  line  of  Skaist  River;  thence  in  a  north¬ 
easterly  direction  along  the  centre  line  of  Skaist 
River  to  and  across  the  divide  to  the  headwaters 
of  Whipsaw  Creek;  thence  easterly  and  northerly 
along  the  centre  line  of  said  Whipsaw  Creek  to 
where  it  intersects  with  the  centre  line  of  the 
Similkameen  River;  thence  southerly  along  the 
centre  line  of  the  said  Similkameen  River  to  the 
junction  of  the  Pasayten  and  Similkameen  Rivers; 
thence  in  a  southerly  direction  along  the  westerly 
watershed  of  Pasayten  River  to  and  along  the 
easterly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  Chuwanten 
Creek  to  the  International  Boundary  Monument 
No.  83;  thence  westerly  along  the  International 
Boundary-line  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

No  person  shall  at  any  time  hunt,  trap,  take, 
wound,  or  kill  any  game,  or  carry  a  firearm  of  any 
description,  or  place  any  trap  or  other  device  which 
can  be  used  for  trapping  or  killing  of  any  game 
within  the  area  of  the  above-described  game 
reserve,  except  by  virtue  of  a  permit  authorizing 
the  carrying  of  firearms  or  traps  over  or  across 
the  said  game  reserve,  or  the  capture  therein  of 


animals  or  birds  for  the  purpose  of  propagation, 
or  authorizing  the  destruction  therein  of  predatory 
animals  or  birds. 

Provided  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to 
the  carrying  of  unloaded  firearms  in  any  vehicle 
travelling  over  or  on  the  Hope-Princeton  Highway 
running  through  this  game  reserve,  nor  shall  the 
provisions  of  this  regulation  apply  to  the  operation 
of  any  registered  trap-line  lying  within  the  bound¬ 
aries  of  said  game  reserve.

Deer,  December  1st  to  December  15th.” 

Bag-limits 

Eastern  District. — Insert  after  the  first  para¬ 
graph  the  following:  — 

“  In  that  portion  of  the  Nelson-Creston  Electoral 
District  provided  with  an  open  season  on  Doe 
Deer,  one  ( 1 )  Doe  Deer,  in  addition  to  bag-limit 
on  Buck  Deer  herein.” 

Western  District. — Add  the  following: — 

“  On  Vancouver  Island  no  person  shall  have  in 
his  possession  at  any  one  time  more  than  one  ( 1 ) 
Deer  when  actually  hunting  or  proceeding  to  or 
from  any  hunt.

After  the  last  word  in  this  section  add  “(except 
in  any  municipality  which  prohibits  the  discharge 
of  rifles).”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  ( 1 )  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done.
